Site review board opposes EDS pEan

The Michigan Hazardous 
Waste Site Review Board 
voted 5-3 to recommend denial 
of the permit sought by Envi¬ 
ronmental Disposal Systems 
for its Citrin Drive project on 
Tuesday night. 

Surprisingly the now nine- 
member board (with the chair¬ 
man a non-voting member) 
took up the voting effort about 
8:40 p.m. Tuesday, much ear¬ 
lier than Steve Sliver of the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality had projected earlier. 

Sliver stated last week that 
he felt that the Tuesday meet¬ 
ing could be a long one - since 
each member would probably 
list his reasons for or against 
the project prior to his vote. 

But a list reportedly con¬ 
taining 11 pages of objections 
to the project was reportedly 
entered by Mr. Gamer and sec¬ 
onded by Cameron Priebe, for¬ 
mer mayor of Taylor who 
represents the city of Ro-

mulus. 

An initial vote count was 4-3 
with one abstention. But after 
discussions on word changes 
Dr. Eugene Perrin changed his 
vote from an abstention to rec¬ 
ommending a denial. 

Those favoring the EDS pro¬ 
ject were listed as Dr. Rane 
Curl, Dr. Alan Johnson and Mr. 
Warner. 

There were few cameras at 
Romulus High School to catch 
the action Tuesday night, as 
neither Romulus Cable or lo¬ 
cal television was in atten¬ 
dance. A private citizen, Steve 
Lewkowicz, reportedly video¬ 
taped most of the proceedings. 

A substantial number of cit¬ 
izens including city officials, 
and various RECAP members 
did attend, as did Austin Mar¬ 


shall, vice president of EDS. 

Sliver said EDS manage¬ 
ment will be granted permis¬ 
sion to answer the SRB objec¬ 
tions at a later DEQ public fo¬ 
rum. 

Despite Tuesday night’s ac¬ 
tion by the state’s Hazardous 
Waste Site Review Board, the 
story on the emotional decade 
old issue is far from over. 

The SRB was told early that 
if they voted in the negative on 
the recommendation for the 
Citrin Drive project, they 
would have to list the reasons 
they were voting in opposition 
to the EDS plan. 

Thus that information now 
goes to the state’s Department 
of Environmental Quality and 
its director Russell Harding. 


Charter school planning 
to introduce principal... 


The DEQ will then have to 
conduct one final public meet¬ 
ing on the issue and then 
Harding reportedly would re¬ 
lease the DEQ’s final verdict 
on the plan. 

There were comments Tues¬ 
day night stating that public fo¬ 
rum probably wouldn’t be held 
until after local schools close 
this summer. 

Questions also rose on how 
successful the SRB actually 
worked - discounting even its 
decision. 

Some observers said they 
felt that the board didn’t actu¬ 
ally do its homework thor¬ 
oughly - that it was a rush to 
judgment. 

Others felt it heard enough 
testimony to make an ade¬ 
quate decision - that extend¬ 
ing the procedure time would 
only add repetitious materials 
and not add to the thorough¬ 
ness of the inquiry. 

But because of the extended 
public pause in the proceed¬ 
ings now, the subject of the 
board itself was sure to be 
aired in many circles. 

The issues surrounding the 
state’s switching the board 
from a decision making unit to 
simply an advisory group also 
will probably be debated on 
university campuses this 
spring and summer. 


A new premium public golf 
course will open about June 15 
on a nine- hole basis followed 
by the remaining half of the 
golf course this August. 

Adjoining the Gateway Golf 
Club will be an assortment of 
363 single homes, 23 quads and 
97 duplexes, according to de¬ 
veloper Sam Cottone. 

A press conference on the 
golf course/housing project 
was conducted Tuesday. One of 
the single family two story co¬ 
lonial style Stratford homes 
was open for tours this week 
also. 

Cottone also operates the 
Twin Lakes Golf Club near 
Rochester and the Union Lake 
Golf Club in Commerce Towns¬ 
hip. 

“I’m very excited about in¬ 
troducing golf course living to 
this area, after growing up in 
downriver,” Cottone said. 

“It is really exciting to offer 
affordable housing and a pub¬ 
lic golf course with private 
club amenities in a city like 
Romulus. The fact that our cel¬ 
ebration today is the same as 
the first full day of spring is 
only symbolic to the effort,” 
Cottone added. 

Mayor William Oakley told 
Cottone publicly “on behalf of 
the elected officials and citi¬ 
zens of Romulus, we want you 
to know we appreciate your 
faith in our community.” 

The Gateway Golf Club de¬ 
velopment will become a focal 
point of pride in Romulus, Cot¬ 
tone said, as it combines a 
great place to live and work 
with one to play golf. 

The land along Van Born 
Road used to be part of the 
Eloise farms, he explained. 

Gateway is a champion style 
course — designed by the 
famed Jerry Matthews Na¬ 
tional Course Design - that 
measures just over 6,700 yards 
with forgiving bentgrass fair¬ 
ways and pristine greens. 

The golf course was literally 
custom built, Cottone said, on 
a 330 acre site with course de¬ 
signers bringing in more than 
one million cubic yards of dirt 
to give the former flat space 
the sculpted fairways, greens 
and bunkers on what looks like 
a naturally lush and varying 
landscape. 

The recent effort by the golf 
design team was created to 
make golf holes look more dif¬ 
ficult than they actually are, 
Senior PGA veteran Denny 
Spencer said. “It was carefully 
crafted hole-by-hole to give 
golfers a challenging and fun 
experience.” 

The Gateway course will 
feature four sets of tees on 
each hole to allow for maxi¬ 
mum challenge and enjoyment 
by golfers of all skill levels. 

According to officials at the 
conference Tuesday deposits 
are already being taken on the 
home sites and 20 percent re¬ 
portedly already have been 
pre-sold.

The new K-5 charter school 
set to open this fall plans to 
introduce its first principal at 
the next parents’ meeting on 
April 18 at the Crowne Plaza 
Hotel in Romulus. 

More than 100 parents and 
children attended a “getting to 
know you” session last Thurs¬ 
day at the same hotel. 

The meeting, first of four 
planned, drew interested par¬ 
ents from Romulus, Inkster, 
Wayne, Taylor, Westland and 
Garden City. 

Jeff Poole, vice president of 
National Heritage Academies, 
revealed the management 
company was appreciative of 
the friendly spirit displayed by 
the city of Romulus. 

Earlier Poole had told the 
Romulus City Council that one 
of the key differences between 
the planned Ecorse Road 


school and Romulus Commu¬ 
nity Schools, is the charter 
school offers no public trans¬ 
portation. 

Thus parents or guardians 
are required to provide trans¬ 
portation for their children to 
the school and home each day. 

Thursday night it also was 
revealed the school offers no 
DARE program -- “we rely on 
parents to provide the key 
anti-drug and alcohol message 
to the children,” Poole said. 

Young students attending 
the new school will either be 
required to wear a uniform or 
a dress standard will be set up, 
Poole said. 

While it is undecided which 
dress option will be requested, 
Poole said, if a dress standard 
is selected that usually means 
a style such as dark blue pants 
and a white shirt. 

It hasn’t been decided 
whether a collar will be de¬ 
manded for the shirts, he said, 


but if T-shirt styles are permit¬ 
ted they may not include any 
photos, emblems or designs. 

Even Winnie the Pooh will 
not be allowed or other type of 
cartoon characters. “It’s not 
that we don’t like Disney...we 
don’t want teachers to have to 
make daily decisions on what 
shirts are acceptable and 
which are not.” 

National Heritage Aca¬ 
demies sent out information 
letters to parents of young stu¬ 
dents within about five miles 
of Romulus informing them of 
last week’s meeting. 

The school group also is try¬ 
ing to open an academy in Can¬ 
ton, but has been repeatedly 
rebuffed by township officials. 

No Romulus city officials 
were seen at the meeting. Dick 
Kruse, public information offi¬ 
cer with the Romulus Schools, 
was the only school represen¬ 
tative at the session. 


Pet dog’s death 
being mourned 


Three-year-old Charlie, a 
135 pound Golden Retriever, 
killed by a truck on Ecorse 
Road in Romulus the night of 
March 12 is being mourned by 
his family. 

A Romulus mother, who 
prefers to remain anonymous, 
said her special needs 10-year 
oid daughter is the most af¬ 
fected by the friendly pet’s 
death. 

The mother is seeking help 
from the driver of the vehicle 
that struck her dog - in an ef¬ 
fort to find out who led the dog 
away from its Henry Ruff 
home. 

“Charlie would never have 
left home unless encouraged 
to by a person,” the mother 


said. “We have been offered a 
puppy - but to my daughter 
right now - she is terribly up¬ 
set it still isn’t Charlie.” 

The mother is appreciative 
that the driver - and/or a pas¬ 
senger in the vehicle - took 
Charlie’s remains out of the 
roadway and placed a blanket 
over him. 

She has no interest in seek¬ 
ing charges against the driver, 
the mother said. 

“I just want to know if any 
adult was with the dog prior to 
the accident,” she said.

Severe weather awareness 
week declared by Engler

Anyone who has lived in 
Michigan for at least five min¬ 
utes knows the state is prone 
to serious weather conditions. 

Thus Gov. John Engler de¬ 
clared that next week will offi¬ 
cially be the state's “Severe 
Weather Awareness Week.” 

Romulus Emergency Pre¬ 
paredness Director Margaret 
Leduc thus urges*that Western 
Wayne County residents renew 
their knowledge of safety rules 
in case tornadoes, floods or 
other weather related calam¬ 
ities strike the area. 

Engler states in a letter to 
the media, “as a sign of the 
state’s commitment to severe 
weather safety, last year I en¬ 
dorsed Public Act 45 which re¬ 
quires that all schools conduct 
two tornado drills a year. 

“It is urged that one of those 
drills be conducted during 
that awareness week,” Engler 
added. 

Leduc and Engler remind 
residents that tornadoes have 
killed 343 Michigan citizens in 
past years and southeast Mich¬ 
igan is now entering that tor¬ 
nado prone time of the year. 


If weather appears threatening turn on a radio or 
TV if possible to remain in contact with storm 
relate news and warnings. 


Adding to the tornado and 
severe thunderstorm crisis pe¬ 
riod is that it also is the time 
that building and road con¬ 
struction is at its peak, outdoor 
social activities are rampant 
and area parks and play¬ 
grounds are full at many times 
of the day. 

It also is important that se¬ 
nior citizens — particularly 
those living in mobile homes - 
devise a safety plan in such 
weather emergencies, Leduc 
said. 

It also is important that all 
residents get to know again the 
meaning of various alert siren 
signals and code words. 

A tornado watch means resi¬ 
dents should be alert to the 
fact that a tornado could strike 
sometime soon. 

A tornado warning means

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Mayor’s reversal brings 
sense to chaotic Westland 


Unbelievably, Mayor Robert Thomas of Westland 
did an about face last week In a letter to City Coun¬ 
cil, he withdrew his support for the additional 
garbage millage which was to appear on a May 9 bal¬ 
lot, and plans to build a recreation center and ice 
rink that was to be located on properly near the new 
library. 

Additionally, he asked Council to disband the Tax 
Increment Financing Authority (TIFA) district that 
had been capturing tax dollars for the recreation 
center property. Those tax dollars, amounting to 
nearly one million dollars a year, Thomas proposed, 
should be used to pay for residents’ waste in lieu of 
the special electioa 

Finally, some new ideas at City Hall that make 
sense. We suspect the incinerator millage would 
have been a tough sell. In fact, I would lay odds of 
100-1 that the millage would not come close to pass¬ 
ing. Let’s face it, it is not the taxpayers’ fault that in¬ 
cineration costs more than five times dumping 
garbage in a landfill. The City signed the ill-fated 
contract to have Westland garbage incinerated and it 
is up to city officials to find ways to pay the addition¬ 
al costs. 

Thomas has done just that Or rather, Thomas has 
managed to steal the idea from his probable oppo¬ 
nent in the next election. Council person Richard 
LeBlanc has been proposing the money go to incin¬ 
eration instead of public buildings for some time. It 
has caught the Mayor’s attention recently because 
he sees it as a way to diffuse the recall buzz that has 
permeated the neighborhoods since the Clerk was 
unceremoniously fired and two department heads 
bashed for improprieties. 

Whether it accomplishes that task or not, it is a 
good solution right now to the incineration problem. 
Canceling the scheduled garbage vote additionally 
serves to diffuse a very explosive powder keg that 
would surely blow once voters figured that the 
garbage vote was unnecessary. Coupled with the ear¬ 
lier chain of events with the clerk and department 


heads, and I 
guarantee you 
Westland voters 
would end the 
careers of sever¬ 
al politicians. 



While Westland attempts to come up with money 
for garbage costs, the City Council in Wayne voted to 
subsidize a downtown housing development to the 
tune of $300,000. The Newberry Square project, an 
$8.1 million senior and subsidized housing project 
planned for Wayne, ran into trouble when estimates 
for the foundation came back eight times greater 
than originally estimated. Because of this, the devel¬ 
oper, Kathy Makino, requested that the City con¬ 
tribute $300,000 or the project would die. 

The Council voted 4-3 to contribute the money. 
Apparently many people think this is a much needed 
project that will go a long way to making downtown a 
viable commercial entity once again. Although I 
agree that Wayne needs to concentrate on improving 
the downtown area, I’m not convinced that a subsi¬ 
dized housing project is what the area needs. 

Those council people casting the nay votes ques¬ 
tioned the financial viability of the developer Coun¬ 
cil person Josephine Lentine wondered publicly if 
the developer can’t come up with $300,000 for the 
foundation, how is she going to come up with $8 mil¬ 
lion to finish the project? Good question that needs 
to be answered. 

All in all, this appears to be a bad deal. If the de¬ 
veloper wants to build the project at her own risk 
then have it, more power to you. But when the city 
starts contributing money to the situation, and my 
guess is that this will not be the last request for mon¬ 
ey, then Wayne taxpayers ought to take notice and 
question why. You can bet we will be watching this 
project closely as it develops. 


Caribbean vacation was a gift 


Last time I talked to you I was 
just about ready to take off on that 
fantastic voyage, sailing the blue, 
warm seas of the Caribbean.

So many things there are so, so 
different from here. Fbr instance, 
there the beaches suddenly, 
abruptly turn into very tall, huge 
lushly green covered mountains. 
FYom what I understand, the is¬ 
lands down there are old volca¬ 
noes that erupted out of the sea 
And so, 'lots of sudden mountains 
in the Caribbean. 

Now mountains that I’m most 
familiar with start out as hills and 
then work themselves into moun¬ 



tains, usually taking a few miles. 
Another thing so different from 
here is the width of the roads. 
Here they’re wide, as in accom¬ 
modating two way traffic wide, 
and in some places they’re enor¬ 
mously wide accommodating two 
way traffic times six. 

There I saw roads, two-way 
traffic roads, the size of sidewalks. 
Winding up the sides of the 
abrupt mountains without benefit 
of shoulders or guardrails. Very 
exciting to travel on such roads, 
let me tell you! Exciting and death 
defying. Yet indescribably beauti¬ 
ful. The ocean just out there, the 
hibiscus flowers, the bougainvil¬ 
lea flowers, the palm trees. I 
mean if you’re going to fall off the 
cliff, it might as well be a beauti¬ 
ful, paradise cliff, right? That’s 
what I was thinking anyway. 

Like I said, it was very exciting 
traveling on such roads. And to 
make it more so, in St Thomas 
the travel is done on the opposite 
side of the road. They drive on the 
left And it was in St Thomas that 
Ron and I went on a mountain 
bike adventure! Up (yes, up) and 


down those abrupt volcano moun¬ 
tains, brushing up against hibis¬ 
cus flowers and occasionally 
death, seeing the extraordinary 
beauty that abounds in that nook 
of this Earth. 

The next day we were on the 
island of St. Maarten having 
sailed there overnight in the big 
ship. While in St. Maarten, we 
went snorkeling in the Caribbean. 
The seas were rough, not because 
of storms or rain or anything but 
something to do with the trade 
winds and the ocean currents, ex¬ 
otic sea things like that But we 
went anyway. There was a chance 
that we would be dashed up 
against the rocks and boulders on 
shore, which made the adventure 
that much more Caribbean. And 
wonderful! Again, if you’re going 
to be dashed up against rocks, it 
might as well be in a beautiful, 
paradise cove where the sky and 
the sea are warm and they share 
the same rich blue color. 

About an hour before we went 
snorkeling off the shores of St.

Council, protesters ought to talk turkey 


Now is the time for both sides 
to work together to end the tur¬ 
moil in Westland’s government 
The opportunity popped up 
when Senior Resources Director 
Sylvia Kozorosky-Wiacek resigned 
last week Kozorosky-Wiacek re¬ 
signed after some residents 
howled for her hide after Mayor 
Bob Thomas suspended Ko¬ 
zorosky-Wiacek for two-weeks for 
gambling during work hours at 
the MotorCity Casino. These resi¬ 
dents considered the suspension 
a mere slap on the wrist 

Apparently the howling was 
too much and either Kozorosky- 
Wiacek decided to resign or 
Thomas asked for her resigna- 
tioa 

But the resignation, while cov¬ 
ering the mayor’s behind, will 
hurt the city by depriving it of its 
most effective director; and 
thwart the recall by ignoring the 
real problem. 

I say most effective director be¬ 
cause the Friendship Center’s 
programs are used as a model 
throughout the metro area. Most 
recently, Bloomfield Hills Schools 
toured the center for tips on how 
to create a new center 

“The FYiendship Center was 
the number one program on the 
[top senior citizen centers] list,” 
said Gary Doyle, Bloomfield Hills’ 
superintendent 

Can you imagine Bloomfield 
Hills admiring anything else in 
Westland’s government? Of 
course not 

In my opinion, the city ought to 
keep the good and throw out the 
bad instead of doing the opposite. 

But you ask isn’t gambling on 
work hours wrong? 



Yes, if that’s what happened. 
But the gambling trip that thou¬ 
sands of residents saw on TV 2 
News may have been something 
she thought she could do. 

I say this because I find it hard 
to believe that Kozorosky-Wiacek 
could spend so many afternoons 
at the casinos without Mayor 
Thomas’s go-ahead, especially 
since complaints surfaced about 
Kozorosky-Wiaceks gambling two 
years ago. At that time, so many 
complaints piled up that Council¬ 
man Richard LeBlanc asked the 
mayor to look into them. 

If the mayor had wanted to in¬ 
vestigate and stop the gambling, 
he should have then Instead, the 
mayor apparently winked and the 
gambling continued until TV 2 did 
the investigation that the mayor 
should have done two years ago. 

So the mayor, not Kozorosky- 
Wiacek, should probably be 
blamed for her afternoon gam¬ 
bling 

As for the real problem with 
Kozorosky-Wiacek it’s neither her 
running of the FYiendship Center 
nor her driving to the MotorCity 
Casino. 

The real problem is that the se¬ 
niors’ absentee ballot totals in lo¬ 
cal elections are so one-sided that 
they seem to defy probability. No 
matter who runs in local elec¬ 
tions, the absentee ballots over¬ 


whelmingly favor the mayor’s 
candidates. 

In view of the apparent freak 
elections, an investigation and a 
system overhaul are in order. 

Rather than show off Ko- 
zorosky-Wiaceks scalp, the recall 
people and other protesters ought 
to meet with Thomas and the city 
council to save Kozorosky- 
Wiacek’s job but to reform and 
safeguard the way seniors vote in 
local elections. 

After solving that problem, the 
assemblage should negotiate fair 
compensation or a new job for Pat 
Gibbons, a great employee who I 
believe the council let go in retali¬ 
ation for blowing the whistle on a 
few councilmea 

If there are any other outstand¬ 
ing issues, they should be negoti¬ 
ated. If not, the council should es¬ 
tablish fair rules allowing citizens 
to be able to present their issues 
and backup information in an or¬ 
derly manner, as was possible un¬ 
der the previous council presi¬ 
dent, and which led to the suc¬ 
cessful resolution of problems 
rather than the inflammation of 
tempers. 

With the mayor moved by 
events to do an about face on fur¬ 
ther soaking taxpayers for incin¬ 
eration, the mayor obviously is 
ready to do business. His readi¬ 
ness to deal creates an opportuni¬ 
ty for recall people and protesters 
to begin making headway in the 
battle for better government 

Since a successful deal would 
be better for the city and easier to 
get than a successful recall, both 
sides ought to talk turkey. 


Feds, states steal local authority 


There is a disturbing trend 
across the country in which the 
federal government and state gov¬ 
ernments are taking away powers 
from local communities that were 
once thought to belong at the low¬ 
est level of government 

In Michigan, state law has re¬ 
cently taken control of agricultur¬ 
al zoning and the distribution of 
fines resulting from local enforce¬ 
ment of weight and load restric¬ 
tions on trucks. The legislature is 
currently considering legislation 
that would deny local powers ex¬ 
cept those specifically named in 
each piece of new legislatioa 
Together, state and federal 
agencies can place waste disposal 
facilities against the opposition of 


local residents and city govern¬ 
ments. Garbage and hazardous 
wastes flood in from Canada (and 
from Mexico in southwest U.S.) 
permitted by federal laws result¬ 
ing from the North American 
Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA). 

Just last Thursday, the House 
of Representatives in Washington, 
D.C. passed a bill that could take 
many zoning appeals directly to 
federal courts, completely bypass¬ 
ing city councils and state courts. 

On the other hand, abuses by 
some cities have provided excus¬ 
es for taking powers away from all 
cities. In some locations, enforce¬ 
ment of truck restrictions is 
looked on as a source of revenue, 
not just a safety measure. One of 


the extreme examples cited was a 
$500 fine for an “unsecured load” 
consisting of an empty windshield 
washer fluid bottle. 

Another source of abuse is the 
“special use approval” built into 
many zoning ordinances. This 
provision is so loosely worded 
that it gives city councils room to 
deny almost any project (or devel¬ 
oper) they don’t like. Planning 
commissioners and council mem¬ 
bers become instant architects, 
traffic and landscaping experts 
and defenders of the status quo. 

Without question, some devel¬ 
opers are jacked around by city 
governments until the project be¬ 
comes too expensive or permis¬ 
sion is ultimately denied. Propo¬ 



nents of the federal preemption 
of zoning appeals cited cases that 
took up to ten years to be resolved 
in state courts. The Romulus in¬ 
jection well controversy may well 
exceed that time line. 

To counter the movement to¬ 
ward preemption of their local 
powers, cities need to establish 
simplified and consistent guide¬ 
lines for developers that do not 
depend on the whims of local offi¬ 
cials.

City attorney was 
wrong: not proper 
to let Gibbons go

I’m writing regarding the 
March 12th story about West- 
land City Council president, 
Charles Griffin with the head¬ 
ing “Griffin let go of Gibbons 
properly.” I will never view Mr. 
Griffin’s action as proper. 

I don’t care if he placed Mrs. 
Gibbons on a leave for 4 days, 1 
day or even 1 hour, the West- 
land City Charter did not and 
should not give him that right. 

Mr. Plakas’ opinion is just 
that, his opinion. And while 
I’m grateful that he willingly 
made a copy available to me 
without any charge, I re¬ 
spectfully do not agree 
with it. 

Seven letters from 4 past council 
presidents were provided as 
part of the exhibits supporting 
Mr. Plakas’ opinion. Ken Mehl 
(3 letters) Tom Brown (1 letter) 
Chuck Pickering (2 letters) 
Sandra Circirelli (1 letter). The 
main argument, as I read it, be¬ 
ing that because past council 
presidents changed the clerk’s 
salary (“unilaterally”, accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Plakas) and in a sep¬ 
arate case regarding Mr. 
Brown, gave permission for a 
leave of absence to the clerk, 
that this has set a precedent of 
allowing the council president 
to have authority over the 
clerk without approval of the 
rest of the council. 

Of these 4 past council pres¬ 
idents, 2 Mrs. Cicirelli and Mr. 
Pickering have stated that they 
disagree with Mr. Plakas’ opin¬ 
ion and have denied that they 
acted “unilaterally” when they 
requested a salary increase for 
the city clerk. 

Even one of Ken Mehl’s let¬ 
ters of Dec. 19th 1988 clearly 
stated, “This change is autho¬ 
rized by council in accordance 
with the resolution of 12/19/88”. 

I am not at all comfortable 
with the term “historically rec¬ 
ognized authority” used by Mr. 
Plakas to define the legal 
boundary wherein council 
president Griffin could act. I 
understand that the authority 
of precedent carries weight 
but I feel that the city charter 
weighs in as the greater au¬ 
thority. 

There should be no doubt 
whatsoever what our elected 
officials can and cannot do in 
this city. The citizens should 
not have to be lawyers or seek 
legal opinions to understand 
their own city government. 
What safeguard is there 
against abuses of power if pro¬ 
cedures remain vague subject 
to interpretation?

To the Editor: 

I wish to thank the Wayne 
City Council for their decision 
to infuse $300,000.00 of DDA 
funds in support of the Newbe¬ 
rry Square Project. 

It was discovered that loose 
fill dirt had been used to cre¬ 
ate parking lot east of the State 


Theatre, as well as beneath 
the theatre itself. I believe this 
soil problem, would preclude 
any other developer from mak¬ 
ing a similar commitment to 
build on that location. 

The solution: to sink 70 foot 
deep, 10-inch-diameter con¬ 
crete pillars space 6 feet apart, 
along the perimeter of the pro¬ 
posed structure, at a cost of 
$850,000.00. 

Adding $850,000.00 to the 
original $8,500,000.00 totals 
$9,350,000.00. The $300,000.00 of 
DDA money provided to help 
offset that unexpected cost 
equals 0.032 percent of total. 
That is less than 1/3 of 1 per¬ 
cent.
